has dispelled all doubts, if there ever were 
any, that the lady got very much the 
worst of the bargain when she married.

Lord Dunlo lius 
boeu denied any assistance from his 
relatives. Lady Dunlo is well advanced 
towards motherhood, utul her state of 
health is such that she cannot much longer 
endure the exactions of her profensiim.

Vienna, April 9.— The piess, evidently 
on authority, gives a positive denial of the 
truth of the tecint alarmist reports which 
h ve been so industriously circulated, 
affecting the peace of Knrope. 

Cavendish BenllBch Dcntl. 

London, April 9. — The Right Honorable 
George August Cavendish Bentinck, M.l'. 
for Whitehaven, is dead. He was the son 
of Major General Beutinck, and was born in 
London in 1821. He was first elected to 
parliament from Taunton in 18G0. In 1805 
he first represented Whitehaven. He was 
appointed parliamentary secretary of the 
hoard of trade in 1874, and in 1875 was ad- 
milted to the privy council. He was elect- 
ed by a smill majoriiy as a Conservative 
from Whitehaven in 1880. 

Itlsniiirck's Acknowledgment*. 

Berlin, April 9. — Prince Bismarck has 
acknowledged the congratulatory message 
which he received on the occasion of his 
Tb'th birthday, by sending his signed pho- 
tograph to each well-wisher. 

Lord Randolph's Winnings.

Bkrlin, April 9. — The walls of n house 
in Dicsterstrass, Hanover, fell to-day, bury- 
ing all the inmates, twenty in number, in 
the ruins. 

Joined Ike Cnlbollc C hurcti. 

LONDON, April 9, — The lady prioress of 
the convent established at Llanthony, 
Wales, by Father Igmitius, the Episcopal 
bishop, lias turned Catholic, and it is ex- 
pected that most of the sisters connected 
with the establishment will follow her ex- 
ample. 

The « nse of Secretary Wilson. 

LONDON, April 0. — A petition containing 
a large numb r of signatures has been for- 
warded to Homo Secretary Matthews, pray- 
ing for the ri b use nf .Secretary Wilson of 
the Seaman's ami Fireman's union. The 
grounds upon which tho petition is based 
nre that Wilson's wife is in a dyinu condi- 
tion, necessitating bis presence at her bed- 
side, and the fur' her allegation that the 
jury had prejudiced Ins case. 

Kldlculliig Itae Kalter. 

London, Apiil 9. — A Berlin telegram 
convoys news that a N' W York comic news- 
paper culled Puck hsa been tiied by tho 
authorities of llerlin for holding up tho 
ruler of Germany to the ridicule and con 
tempt of hij subjects by c.n io itui es which 
fail to convey u proper idea, from till 
Kaiser's standpoint, of the dignny und 
divinity that attach to the lnipcn.il pers n, 
und have actually provoked a ►aerilegious 
smile on the fncoi of His Majesty's sui'- 
jeits. The paper named has been found 
guilty of the crime charged, and us the 



publishers uic not within reach of tho 
secret police or tho Guelph fund, it has 
been decreed that, us the only punishment 
possible under the circumstances, Puck 
shall be excluded from circulation in Ger- 
many, and all copies found in the umpire 
nre to bo destroyed. Two civilians in 
Dresden were detected with tho paper, 
grinning at the obnoxious caricature, und 
were roundly lectured by the police uud 
then allowed to go. 

Tbe Urnnd Duke Michael Deposed. 

St. PKTEitsnuRo, April 8. — The czar is 
greatly displeased at the action of the 
Grand Duko Michael Miohaelovitoh, his 
cousin, who has been privately married at 
San Remo to Countess Meremberg, a 
daughter ml the Duko of Nassau. The 
czar caused the duke's name to be stricken 
from the list of Russian army officers. 

Lord Lnimdownc Wniitx In RchIkii- 

London, April 8. — Tho Chronicle says : 
The Marquis of Luisdowno has intimated 
a desire to resign tho viccroyship of India 
on account of ill health and other reasons. 

Large f ailure In London. 

London, April 8.- Levi Bros., dealers in 
Oriental wares here, with branch houses in 
Paris und Constantinople, have failed. The 
firm's liabilities are estimated at $425,000, 
assets $125,000. 

Irish icunk Account Overdrawn. 

Dublin, April 8.— At the first public 
meeting of the National Federation, yester- 
day, it was announced that tho account in 
John Dillon's name had been overdrawn 
to tho extent of $15,0(J0, and there were 
other urgent liabilities to the amount of 
$4,000. It wis consequently resolved to 
call upon McCarthy and Purnell to im- 
mediately release a sum from the amount 
held in Paris sufficient to meet present and 
future liabilities. 

The Etirnpeuii War-Cloud. 

BERLIN, April 8. — In consequence of Rus- 
sia mussing troops on the Silesian frontier, 
the German Government has decided to 
strengthen the frontier garrisons. 

London, April 8. — The Standard's St. 
Petersburg anil Jassy correspondent* con- 
tinue to report activity among Russian 
troops. Great numbers are being massed 
on tho Austro-Hungarian frontier. The 
Jassy correspondent gives a detailed account 
of the movement of troops. 

The Bulgarian Murder. 

London, April !). — The Chronicle's Ber- 
lin correspondent states that the Bulgarian 
government has addressed a note to Russia, 
accusing Russian officials of having insti- 
gated the Keltchtff assassination, and de- 
manding the punishment of the assassins, 
who have taken refuge in Russia. 

The Australian Cou.vtllution. 

Sydney, April 9.— The Australian con- 
vention has adopted the constitution and 
adjourned. 

Foreign Traders Expelled. 

St. Petersburg.; April 9-— The Russian 
war office bus ordered the expulsion from 
the camps on the frontier of all foreign 
traders, for fear that they may ofterwatd 
guide tile Austrian-German forces in the 
event of war. Hungarian pedlars arc 
especially suspected of acquiring knowledge 
of strategic routes. 

The .Hulla In Itoiur. 

ROME, April 9. — Iu the Bari trial, yester- 
day, the informers testified that members 
of the Mala Vita society were compelled to 
furnish food and money for the chief, and 
that refractory members were thrashed by 
comrades chosen by ballot. The society 
was thus characterized by a double system 
of extortion. The prisoners hurled epi- 
thets and ma'edictions at the informers, 
and great excitement prevailed in the court 
room. The prisoners called the witnesses 
"assassins," "liars," etc. , and the witnesses 
protested with equal vigor. Great excite 
ment prevails in town.

forced out of the directory, is officially 
denied to day by Jesse Seligman & Co. Mr. 
Seligmau said : " The story is n lie from be- 
ginning to end. Our cables from Berlin 
this morning authorize the fullest di niul 
possible and say explicitly that there has 
been no trouble will' ever between the bank 
and Mr. Villard, or that a number of direc- 
tors, friends of Mr. Villard, or otherwise, 
have resigned. " 

A gentiainau who is in direct communi- 
cation with Mr. Villard says the report 
was started purely for stock jobbing pur- 
poses, and wus entirely unfounded. Mr. 
Villard is in South France at present, and 
will remain there probab'y until June 
He is pel fectly satisfied With the present 
simation of Northern Pacific matters, 
The road was never In a more prosperous 
condition thun to-day, and its prospects are 
constantly brightening.

Resignation of the P. E. I. Local 
Government -Salmon Fishing: 
on the Fraser River. 



'Ins Government's Reciprocity Nego- 
tiations at Washington- 
Blaine's Explanation. 



(From Our Own Corresnondont.1 

Ottawa, April 9.— All the fishery in- 
spectors from the Territories to the Atlantic 
coast are here, discussing regulations with 
a view to improving the net. 

The Opposition in Prince Edward Island, 
to-day, carried three seats for tho local, 
placing the Conservative government in a 
minority. The government will resign. 

Judgo Peters, of the Prince Edward 
Island Supreme Court, has resigned on ac- 
count of ill health. 

The annual report of the fisheries depart- 
ment contains an elaborato statement by 
Mr. Wilmot in reference to the Fraser river 
salmon regulations, and draws altentiou to 
the tremendous waste in the cunneries. 

The Minister of Finance and Justice re- 
turned to day from Washington, and this 
afternoon a despatch was received from Sir 
Julian Pauneefote announcing that Secre- 
tary Blaine had fixed Monday, October 
12th, for the conference between tho repre- 
sentatives of Canada and the United States 
on Trade relations, This prompt action of 
Mr. Blaine is au effectual answer to the 
Canadian manufacturers of Washington 
specials during Lhe past few days. In refer- 
ence to recent proceedings, Sir John Thom- 
son in interviews said : "On Thursday last 
Sir Charles Tuppcr intimated to Mr. Blaine 
that Canada was reudy to discuss 
Trade Relations, and asked when he 
could receive a delegation. Mr. Blaino 
replied he was ready at any time, und sug- 
gested Monday, Sir Charles immediately 
left for Ottawa. On Friday Mr. Blaine, 
not being aware of his departure, wrote 
him suggesting that tho Preiident might 
wish to be on hand, and that he would see 
him and inform Sir Charles later. On 
Friday afternoon he wrote ugain stating 
that afror seeing the President he thought 
the President would prefer a postponement, 
but that us soon as a date could be fi <ed he 
would advise him. Owing to Sir Charles 
Tupper's absence these letters were not 
received until the arrival «if the delegation 
at Washington. Mr. Blaino on Saturday 
learned of Sir Charles Tupper's departure, 
and wired him at Ottawa, but the dispatch 
did not arrive until several hours after the 
dt-parture tf the delegates. On Monday, 
they hud a most cordial reception by Mr. 
Blaine, who expressed regret at the necessi- 
ty for the change of arrangement. He 
stated that the President desired to follow 
the negotiations, and he was then in the 
midst of preparations for a Pacific Coast 
trip, i It would he necessary that a later 
date be fixed for the conference. Mr. Blaine 
stated that no actual delay would occur, as 
Congress did not meet until December, und 
any treaty would require the ratification of 
the Senate. Sir John Thompson says : 
" There is not the slightest foundation for 
the report that wo were received in a dis- 
courteous manner.

London, April 9. — News of a brilliant 
victory of the British Indian troops at 
Manipur has lifted the cloud of anxiety 
from tho public mind in regard to British 
India. The news wus immediately communi- 
cated to Queen Victoria, at Grasse, and is 
said to have been received by Her Majesty 
with the deepest gratification. Everybody 
is talking about tho splendid vul 
or of the Ghbrkshs, who, after 
driving ten times their own number, 
of Manipurs out of Fort Thabet, afterward 
inflicted a crushing repulse on the usurping 
Rajah and his army. This evidence of 
what the Indian troops can do under British 
officers is accepted by military autHoiitL.it 
us yjroof that India is safe from any force 
that Russia can throw against it. As a 
recruiting field among the two hundred 
million of British subjects, India is prac- 
tically unlimited. 

thic ameer's loyalty. 

A Calcutta despatch states that there is 
no foundation for the report that the Aineer 
of Afghanistan shows signs of disloyalty. 
The Ameer is in receipt of a large annual 
subsidy from the vice-regal government, 
which subsidy has lately been increased, 
and it is believed that if he is displaying 
any uneasiness it is due to the apprehension 
of the encroachments of Russia, und to the 
attempts of Russia to excite discontent 
among the Afghan border tribes. From these, 
however, tho Ameer lias but little to fear, 
as the terrible severity with which he put 
down the last rebellion about a year ago has 
crushed the spirit of insurrection. The 
British Government has on hand a scheme 
for settling the tropic regions of British 
Africa with the overflow of British India. 
The Sultanate of Vitu in East Afi ic.i is to 
be the first place opened to this kind of 
settlement, and the British Indians per- 
mitted to emigrate there will be choson 
with particular reference to their ability in 
case of necessity for military service. Lund 
is to be apportioned to the emigrants, 
who will also receive aid in 
providing themselves with the re- 
quisites for agriculture. Vitu is a rich 
country, and Otving to the recent outbreak 
of the natives, followed by their subjection, 
the whole country lias been confiscated for 
the uses of emigrants, such portions being 
reserved for the natives us the government 
sees fit to allot. It is believed the coloniz- 
ing of parts of South Africa, not fitted for 
European population with British Indians, 
will established English rule there on a firm 
and lasting foundation,

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
First Session of the Sixth Parliament. 

FIFTY-SECOND DAY. 

Tlic Sl'KAKlilt took the chair at 2 o'clock. 

After prayers l>y Rev. M. L. Rugg 

Tho Provincial Voters' Act was intro- 
duced and read a first time. 

The House went into committee of the 
whole (Mr. Brown in the chair) on His 
Honor's Message, transmitting 

THIS CONSTITUTION hlU., 

increasing the indemnity of members to 
ftiOO, and making the limits of tho electoral 
district of the city of Victoria, cotcrniinus 
with those of the city, ulso changing those 
of Victoria and Esquimau districts us 
already indicated in the Colonist. 

The committee reported tho bill, which 
was introduced and read a lirst time. 

The Mineral Rill was read a third time, 
and passed. 

On the motion to adopt the report of the 
committee of tho House on 

THE LAND BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn moved an amend- 
ment to lix the price of land at $5, in effect, 
to do away with the grading of tho prices 
of public lands, which, he contended, would 
ho productive of difficulty. He could not 
see why the price of certain lands should he 
placed at $5, some at $2, 50 ail d others at $1. 

Hon. Mr. VebNON held that the lands in 
the hands of the Crown were not all of 
equal value, both as to quality and accessi- 
bility, and it would be unwise on that ac 
count, to make the price uniform. He re- 
ferred to the; policy of tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment witli respect to its lands, and said 
that if all the lands were valued at the 
fame price there would be no one to pur- 
chase them. 

MR. MARTIN said that the conditions of 
the Mainland were not the same as those 
on the Island, to the former of which the 
proposed amendment, if it were adopted, 
would work mischievously. 

Mr. HoNTEft said that in his own ex- 
perience there hail been no difficulty in 
appraising the public lands. Wore the 
Specified price of the land struck out of the 
present bill it would be better, as there 
could be no possibility of difficulty in affix- 
bag a selling price. 

Hon. Mil Heaven's amendment was lost, 
only three members supporting it. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven moved to further 
amend the bill, as amended by the House, 
by making the minimum average that 
could be sold 100 acres instead of 80. 

The amendment was adopted, tho Com- 
missioner of Crown Lands supporting it. 

An amendment of Mr. SwORD to provide 
that " any grant for purposes other than 
tho encouragement of immigration shall 
not exceed the value of $,">,0()0, and shall 
revert to the Crow n if used for other pur- 
poses thnn those specified in such grant," 
having been brought up, 

Hon. Mr. Bkavkn intimated that he had 
understood there had 1 een an application 
for the grunt of a portion of the reserve 
upon which the Parliament buildings were 
situate. 

Hon. Mr. Rohson said that there was no 
such proposal, but the Government hud dis- 
cussed the propriety of endeavoring to re- 
cover portions of this reserve which had 
been alienated. He did not approve of the 
proposed amendment. It was calculated to 
tie the hands of the Government, which 
should itself be held responsible for what it 
did. 

Hon. Mr. Beavin said if the Govern- 
ment alienated land, it was placed beyond 
its power, ami no action against the Gov- 
ernment could recover it. 

Hon. Mr. Rohson said he did not think 
any Government would abuse its power in 
tho direction indicated. It would be a 
greater check to hold it to its full share of 
responsibility. 

Mr.. HUNTER opposed tho amendment, us 
lie would never consent to squander any of 
tiie public land. 

The amendment was rejected. 

Ron. Mr. Vernon moved to amend sec- 
tion 10 by providing that tenders may he 
invited by the Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works for the leasing of lands for tim- 
bering purposes, the surveys of which have 
been made hy the Government, and the per- 
son tendering the highest cash bonus shall, 
after paying the co-t of such survey, be en- 
titled to such lease subject to the provisions 
of the " Lund Act." 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Kitchen' moved to repeal section 
two of the Land Act Amendment Act, 
18110, and substitute for it the following : 

"2. Notwithstanding anything in any 
Act contained, any person who is entitled 
to record or pre-empt any land under the 
provisions of the ' L Hid Act ' shall be en 
titled to record or pre etlipt land suitable 
for agricultural purposos, and not contain- 
ing more than 10.0(11) fed of milling timber 
■per Ooru Oil sttoll land when there is an area 
cf not Iceb than 40 acres of such land in one 
block in any timber lease, and ahull be, en- 
titled to cut and take for his own use, but 
not for sale or barter, such timber for posts, 
rails, and firewood as he shall actually re- 
quire for use on the land so recorded or 
pre-empted ; and shall ho entitled to cut, 
for the purpose of clearing the said land, 
any timber that is not valuable for millinu 
purposes; ami shall have the right of pass- 
ing ami re passing over the lands in such 
timber lease without being deemed a tres- 
passer: Provided, always, that such per- 
son shall not commit wilful waste or dam- 
age in passing over such lauds, or in cutting 
such t iml or." 

Hon. Mr. Rohson opposed the amend- 
ment, which would render timber leases 
worthless. He, however, would say that 
lie considered the lirst thing to bo consider- 
ed was tllfl interest of settlement. But, the 
timber interest whs an important one, and 
one settler might do fur more injury in the 
way of causing lires, than could be in any 
way appreciated. The House while pro 
moting settlement should see to it that it 
ilid not prejudice that great source of pub- 
lic revenue, the timber interest. Secondary 
to that of settlement the timber interest 
was worthy of consideration. 

The amendment was lost, 10 for it, 16 
ligainat. Ayes : Semlin, Mackenzie, 
Sword, Kit oh en, Cotton, Milne, Heaven, 
Forster, Keith, IVioi h. 

The further consideration of tho report 
was, on motion, postponed.

After some discussion the Hill was passed 

and reported complete with amendments,

TUB MINING COMKISSIONKBS' HILL. 

Hon.' Mil. Rohson moved tho second 
reading of the Mining Commissioners' Bill, 



« hich ho strongly supported on tho grounds 
of the necessity of the legislation, the excel- 
lence of tho measure which it had framed, 
and tho special service rendered by tho 
member for Kootenay, to whose compensa- 
tion for the expenses ho had incurred no 
member ought to object. 

Hon. Mh. Hkavkn again opposed the hill 
on the ground ol a violation of the constitu- 
tion and of tin! Independence of Parliament. 

Hon. Mil. RoBSON said that he had been 
responsible for the nomination of Mr. Kel- 
tic as a member of the commission, with whoso 
special qualifications he had been very 
much impressed. He would unquestionably 
have been a member of that Commission, 
even if he had not been a member of the 
House. He hud had no ideu of influencing 
Mr. Kellie's vote by securing bis services. 
Besides, that gentleman was only to bo re- 
imbursed for t he expenses ho bad actually 
incurred. Resides, during the term of of- 
fice of I ho leader of the Opposition there 
hud been eases not dissimilar to this to 
which the member for Victoria hud not 
taken exception. 

It being o'clock the house rose. 

EVENING SESSION, 
Mil. HtlNTER continued the debate on the 
second reading of the Mining Commission- 
ers' bill. He said he did not think the 
Governmi nt hud violated the constitution. 
They had simply asked the member for 
Kootenay to assist them on the mining com- 
mission, at the same time telling him he 
was to have nothing for his services, and it 
was for the House to say whether or not he 
should be recompensed. The Mining Act 
was, in the highest degree, creditable to the 
commission, who were perfectly qualified 
for their duty. 

Mr. COTTON suid that in voting against 
the bill, be was simply voting in accordance 
with the constitution; but without reflecting 
on the member for West Kootenay. 

Mil. Brown contended that section 28 of 
the constitution did not prevent members 
voting for the bill. He was inclined, in 
matters like this, to act up to the spirit 
rather than to the letter of the law. The 
intention was to prevent any member being 
in the pay of the Government. In the 
present case the sole intention was to pay 
I he expenses that hud been inclin ed by the 
member, and which it was not reasonable to 
deny him. On several occusions it hud 
happened at Ottawa that members who had 
been detained for more than half the session 
had been paid for the whole session. The 
object of the bill was merely to do a matter 
of justice. 

Mit. Croft said that since members had 
sat in England on Military Commissions, 
there was no reason why tney should not sit 
here on u Mining Commission, 

Mil. Keith intimated that be was aware 
Mr. Kellie bud eome down here expecting 
that he should only be detained two or 
three weeks, when he hud been occupied 
three months, it was only right to reim- 
burse him his expenses, 

Mit. Forster did not think that any one 
could have been put on the Commission in 
preference to the member for West Koote- 
nay — a district in which milling was the 
most prominent interest. He telt himself 
to bo fully warranted in voting for tlic Hill. 

Mkssiis. Baker and Hall strongly sup- 
ported the Hill. 

Mr. SEMLIN held that to pass this Hill 
would be a gross breach in the constitution. 

After several remarks from Mu. Smith 
the second reading was carried on tho fol- 
lowing division: 

Ayes — Kitchen, Smith, Brown, Forster, 
Keith, Haker, Rohson, Davie, Vernon, 
Stoddart, Booth, Hall, Nason, Croft, 
Hunter, Anderson — Hi. 

Nays — Semlin, Mackenzie, Sword, Cotton, 
Heaven — 5. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE ACT. 

Hon. Mr. DAVIE moved the second read- 
ing of the Civil Service Act which was to 
repeal a relic of barbarity. The hours of 
labor in the Queen's Printing office were 
inflexible, whether or not there was work 
to be done. There were times when work 
had to be done ut over-hours, and it was 
only just that these should be reduced 
when there was no work to be done. 

Hon. Mr. VerNON explained another 
section of the Rill, which was to provide 
for tb? office of an Assistant Commissioner 
of Lands and Works, who should bo the 
deputy of the Commissioner, the ollice of 
the Surveyor-General being continued for 
the direction of field work. 

Hon. Mr. Hkavkn did not see where 
there was any barbarity in connection with 
the present system. The Government 
pi inter only worked nine hours a day, with 
a half holiday on Saturday. He bad ex- 
pressed his desire at the beginning of the 
s<ssion that the eight hours}' sy.-tein be made 
to apply to all Government offices. 

Mu. Keith Baidthat lie hoped that the 
outcome ot this 1)11', which he should sup- 
port, would Ijjj to reduce the hours of lulor 
all QVl» t'tie province. 

Mr. SEMLIN said the bill only gave the 
Provincial Secretary power to lix the hours 
of work during the summer months. 

Hon. Mr. Rohson gave his own experi- 
ences in a pent-up printing ollice, describing 
the closeness in which the printer was eon 
fined to his f ru me. He said that, in the 
Government printing office there was a 
slack season, and the Government hud 
come to the conclusion that it was only 
just to set the men at liberty when there 
was no work for them. 

The Rill was read a second time. 

The House went into committee on the 
Municipal Bill, (Mr. Hall in the chair), re- 
porti d progress and asked leave to sit 
again. 

The Free Libraries' BiU was read a third 
time and passi d. 

It was decided that the House would sit 
on Saturday. 

The House adjourned at 1 1,30 p.m.

HIS BODY WAS GONE- 

Curious Baatk atiil Srave Robbery Combined' 
—Dr. ( hambers, a Jtlck Iuveator, Pled 
at Ctaeluiiati »aJ is Burlail in a fanner 
Grurt. 

Cincinnati, April 8.— P. F. Dow, of 
Elgin, 111., is in tho city trying to locate 
the b .dy of Dr. A. Chambers, his uncle. 
Dr. Chamber* is tho man who died sud- 
denly u few days i»no at the Hotel Martin. 
When his body was taken charge of by tho 
coroner nothing but a few cents were louud 
on it. Inquiry m\u made for bis relatives'] 
anil after a woak the coroner received a. 
telegram from a woman in N»w Orleans, 
who claimed to bo Chambers' wifo. She 
was very particular in her inquiry about 
what property was found on bis person, but 
left the order of Free Masons to bury him, 
saying she would not be bero. 

After receiving this telegram the coroner 
ordered the body buried, and it was interred 
in the Potters' field. Now it seems the 
news of Chambers' death has just reached 
Ilia friends and relatives. 

Mr. Dow says his uncle was possessed, by 
royalties on several valuable patents, of 
considerable means. He came to Cincinnati, 
on his way to Washington, D. C, to look 
after some of his patents, and was supposed 
to have plenty of money. 

An investigation shows that Chambers' 
body has been rcmored from the city ceme- 
tery and has probably been taken to some 
medical college.

THE NEW ORLEANS MURDERS. 

The Grand Jury Again InYestisating the 
Lynching of ilie It ■ 1 ■ s— Ne.v York 
Wan n Betir Defencas. 

New Orleans, April 8. — The grand jury 
is again investigating tho lynching of the 11 
Italians. Among the witnesses examined 
were W. D. Parkerson, leader of the mob, 
and the Italian consul, Puskuale Corte, and 
his secretary. It is understood the original 
list of the committee of safety that made 
t He call for the meeting at the Clay statue 
was tiled with the grand jury. 

Rome, April 8. — Many well-informed 
people here declare that Fava's recall was 
precipitated to afford the Italian ministry a 
reason for its failure to effect promised re- 
ductions in army, navy and other national 
expenditures. 

L'ltalie to-day expressed tho opinion that 
Americans have but one god — their strong 
box. It says further : "In this strong box 
wo must strike them, demanding the largest 
posdble indemnity." 

New York, April 8. — Tho recent serious 
complications with Italy have stirred up 
the people of this and surrounding cities to 
u. discussion of the defenceless condition of 
the approaches to tho harbor ot New York 
against foreign attack. The board of trade 
und transportation to-day adopted a resolu- 
tion calling ou the legislature to pass a 
concurrent resolution requesting the Presi- 
dent of the United States to call the special 
attention of Congress in his next message to 
the exposed condition of New York and 
Brooklyn and ask immediate action looking 
to their better protection. 

TREATY WITH NEWFOUNDLAND- 

Partial Summary of An Icb s lo Which Can- 
ada Fli.ds Objection. 

Washington City, April 8. — The pro- 
posed treaty with Newfoundland, the sus- 
pension of negotiations regarding which 
was ordered from Great Britain became of 
the protest of the Canadians, has been made 
public. It provides that Unitod State* 
fishing vessel. eillul . mg Newfoundland 

..era shall have the privilege of purchas- 
ing bait on the same terms as Newfoundland 
vtssels; also trading without uny cliargo 
other than the dues levied on Newfoundland 
vessels. The products of the fisheries may 
bo admitted free into the United States, 
also the packages in which they may bo 
carried. Green codfish are excepted from 
this. Duties are also provided on flour, 
rice, salt, oil, meats, etc., imported into 
Newfoundland, and United States agricul- 
tural implements and machinery, raw cot- 
ton, broom com, gas engines, printing 
presses and types may be admitted freo 
when imported from the United States. 

This convention was to take effect as soon 
as the laws required to carry it. into opera- 
tion should have passed on both sides; to re- 
main in force live years from the time it 
dune into operation, and, futther, until the 
expiration of.12 months after either of the 
high contracting parties should give notice 

to the other of a wisli to terminate.

UN LA WFUL PRACTICES. 

The news of the conviction of Mr. J. H. 
Wilson, secretary of tho Sailors and Fire- 
mans Union, and his sentence to six 
months imprisonment for boycotting and 
interfering with non-union men in the per- 
formance of their duties has, it may easily 
be" understood, been received with surprise 
and indignation by zealous unionists in all 
parts of the British Empire. Boycotting 
and interference with non-union men are 
regarded by many unionists as effective 
means of asserting the power of the unions 
and ensuring the success of strikes. To 
find that these practices are regarded by 
the judges as unlawful, and that carrying 
them out exposes those resorting to them to 
a long term of imprison meat must be a sore 
blow und great discouragement to men who 
depend upon them as effective weapons to 
use against capital. 

Mr. Wilson appears to be a man of much 
more than ordinary ability. He is the 
leader of the movement that has received 
the name of New Unionism. He would 
have all workingmen members of unions, 
and he would not permit non-unionists to 
be employed. He was engaged in a con- 
test with the Shipping Federation, which is 
a powerful combination of capitalists and 
employers. His object was to bring about 
a general strike in the shipping trade. But 
his efforts were not so successful us he hoped 
they would be. What his objeet was, and 
how he expected to attain it, is indicated in 
the London Times, of March 7th. 

"Some days ago," says that paper, "he 
wrote to the Shipping Federation to ask if 
they still insisted that all sailors in their 
employment should take Federation tickets, 
declaring i hat , if so, he was prepared lo call 
out the men at all poits. The federation 
ticket he objects to as binding its holders to 
sail, if regain d, with a mixed union und 
non-union en w. To prevent this is amou^ 
the nl jects for which his union exists. He- 
would prefer that no one should he engaged 
who is not a member of his union, but, 
as hu dues not feel himself strong 
enough to insist on this, he will be satisfied 
for the present if unionist and nou unionist 
crews are kept distinct. In his interview 
at Cardiff, on Thursday, with a Local com- 
mittee of i he Federation, he first asked that 
the obnoxious ticket should be withdrawn, 
and that shipowners should employ none 
but union im-n. Failing this, he fell back 
on the lesser demand, that unionists should 
not be required to sail with non-unionist-;, 
and, when this was rejected as impracticable, 
he withdrew from the meeting, and has 
since been threatening to do what he can to 
bring about his general strike." 

Mr. Wilson found the Federation too 
strong for him. He had two antagonists to 
contend with— the employers und the free 
laborers. It seems strange that this repre- 
sentative of workingmen and champion of 
workingmen's rights was more litter against 
workingmen, who did not see tit to join the 
union, than he was against the capitalist*, 
He was most intolerant of free labor. He 
would not, if he could help it, give the free 
laborer the chunco to earn a penny for the 
support of himself or his family. The alter 
native which he gave the workingman who 
would not, or could riot, join u union, was to 
starve or become a pauper. 

It can easily he understood that the men 
whom he would treat in this way were not 
his friends, but were on the contrary his 
bitter enemies w ho did all that lay in their 
power to frustrate his plans. And there 
• were a great many of them, for the Federa- 
tion hud no trouble in getting ns many 
hands as they wanted. In fact, very many 
union men did not sympathize with Mr. 
Wilson in his relentless war against tile 
men of their own class. They did not 
scruple to tjke the Federation tickets which 
bound them to work side by side with non- 
union men. 

The Federation was more tolerant than 
Mr. Wilson and those who sided with him. 
It did not declare war against t,lt: unions or 
make union membership a disqualification 
for employment. All that it required of a 
seaman or fireman on joining a ship vu 
that ho should pledge himself to curry out 
his agrocment, whether tho men whom ho 



had to work with belonged to the union or 
not,. 

Finding that ho could not, by persuasion 
and argument, prevail upon men to refuse 
to work for the Shipping Federation, Mr. 
Wilson, as appears from the telegram in 
yesterday morning's paper, hud resource to 
other means of carrying out his plans. He, 
it appears, proclaimed a boycott und inter- 
fered with the men in other ways while 
they were ut work. For this he was 
prosecuted, and we have the result of the 
trial before us. The English judgo's de- 
cision does not differ in principle with that 
of the California judge in the Sacramento 
Bee boycotting cuso. Both of thu judges 
decided that it is not lawful to interfere 
with a man to injure him, while ho is pur- 
suing his lawful business in u lawful way. 



CARELESSNESS IN COAL MINES. 

If men are to be excluded from coal mines 
because they are reckless, und cureless, und 
foolhardy, as well as ignorant, Mr. Keith 
ought to include in his motion men of all 
nationalities. As ho knows well, and as 
every intelligent man, who bus to do with 
coul mines, deplores, Englishmen, Scotch- 
men, Irishmen, Frenchmen, Belgians, Ital- 
ians, Hungarians, Canadians, us well as 
Chinamen, tempt Providence when they are 
underground, in the most unaccountable 
ways. They often act as if a coal mine was 
as safe ns a ten-acre field. Familiarity with 
danger breeds a contempt of it which is to 
the uninitiated incomprehensible. From what 
we have heard and read, the wonder is, 
not that disasters sometimes occur, hut 
that there are not accidents in such mines 
everyday. It seems as if the miners were 
specially protected from the consequences 
of their own folly and their ow n careless- 
ness. And the offenders are not always 
green hands or Chinamen by any means. 
Experienced miners, men who are trusted 
by the managers and owners to keep others 
from doing what will place themselves and 
their fellow miners in danger, sometimes do 
the inadest things und are blind to the 
plainest indications of danger. We do not 
know that Chinamen are worse than others, 
but, if they are more venturesome than 
some white men and more careless of their 
own safety and the safety of others, they 
ought not to he permitted to go within a 
mile of a shaft. 

The question whether or not a Chinaman 
is fit to he trusted in a coal mine is quite 
susceptible of proof. Before he is excluded 
by law from such mines this question 
should bo decided in a fair and reasonable 
way. If he is looked upon merely as a 
piece of machinery this ought to he done. 
The legislature which would enact u law 
forbidding a certain machine to be used in 
any work or any place because it was un- 
safe would require proof that its use, under 
the circumstances specified, would ho dan- 
gerous. Surely a Chinaman ought at least 
to be placed on us high a level as a machine, 
[f a commission of competent men, after 
having* made a fair enquiry, should decide 
that experience hud proved that the pres- 
ence of Chinamen in a coal pit added 
another danger to the perils of coul mining, 
then it would be the duty of the legislature 
to exclude men of that race. But without 
such an enquiry, impartially conducted, 
it is hard to see how their ex- 
clusion ean be justified. Those mem- 
bers who ask for evidence before 
they vote arc only doing what common- 
sense demands. To exclude Chinamen from 
coul mines simply because they are China- 
men, is not what men who are supposed to 
be guided by reason are expected to do. 
When it it shown to the satisfaction of rea- 
sonable men, competent to form an opinion, 
that Chinamen or men of any other race 
should not he allr-wed to work in a coal 
mine, let them by all means be kept out by 
law. We are convinced that too much care 
cannot be exercised to preserve the lives of 
miners. Mining regulations of all kinds 
should he based on knowledge and experi 



A WIFE'S POSITION. 

A recent decision of the Court of Appeal, 
In England, has shocked many who enter- 
tain old-fashioned ideas of tho saciedness of 
the marriage contract. Every one ha 
heard of the Clitheroe abduction case. Mr 
F. If. Juckson, rinding that fiis lawfully 
wedded wife was unwilling to live with 
him, took her by force from the relatives 
with whom she was staying, and hud her 
conveyed to his house at Blackburn, where 
he kept her a close prisoner. Mrs. Jack 
son's relatives attempted to obtain her re- 
lease by applying to Justices Cave and 
Jcune for a rule font writ of habeas corpus 
This rule the judges refused to grunt "on 
no better ground," says the Daily News, 
"than chat tho husband has the right to 
the custody of his wife, even when the hus- 
band construes ' custody ' much as it is con 
strued by a policeman, and keeps his wife 
under lock und key." 

The lady's relatives were not satisfied 
with this decision, and several of the news- 
papers took up Mrs, Jackson's case warmly, 
characterising the condition of a married 
woman, if Justices Cave and Jeuno's law- is 
sound, as one of " lawful slavery. " An ap- 
plication was made to the (Join t of Appeal, 
and the Lord Chancellor, alter having 
given the case an attentive hearing, came to 
a conclusion very different from that of the 
judges of the lower court. This is his 
judgment : 

" The Lord Chancellor said that their 
Lordships had hud an interview with the 
lady, and they had ascertained from her 
that her refusal to reside with her hUtband 
was instigated by her own feelings alone, 
und was not tho result of the influ- 
ence of her funiily. In his opinion the con- 
tention that had hci n put forward on the 
pirt of the husband as to the rights 
over his wife, which tho common law of 
Erjglanil gave hitn, was absolutely unti liable. 
In Ids view a husband had neither the right 
to beat, nor to imprison, nor to confine his 
wife, und had no right to uso violence to- 



ward* 'her, except in such very exceptional 
circumstances as her attempting to throw 
herself out of the window or trying to des- 
cend the stairs for the purpose of eloping, 
so us to stain tho honor of her husband. 
The return lo the writ, therefore, was un- 
satisfactory, and the lady must be restored 
to her full liberty." 

This decision lni3 shocked very many, for 
it allows a woman who can support herself 
to leave her husband's roof whenever sho 
sees fit, and to set up, altogether indepen- 
dent of him, an establishment of her own. 
It is said thut the Lord Chancel- 
lor's judgment will muke it un- 
necessary for a married woman to 
apply to the courts for separation a mensa 
et thoro, for she can do this herself as often 
as her inclination, or her caprice, or her 
temper moves her. The marriage tic will, 
it is contended, be greatly weakened by the 
Lord Chancellor's decision, and it will bo 
the etuise of much dissension und uuhappi- 
nesB in families. 

Looked ut from a religious point of view, 
und very muny view it from that stand- 
point — the Lord Chancellor's interpretation 
of the law is to be strongly deprecated and, 
if possible, shown to he unsound. In order 
to test the soundness of His Lordship's 
judgment a movement has been set on foot, 
headed by Bishop Roberts, to carry the 
case to the House of Lords. The appeal 
of the committee, appointed to raise funds 
for this purpose, asserts that it is in the 
interest of religion and morality thut this 
final appeal should be made. 

The trial will be watched with great in- 
terest by people in nil parts of the Empire. 
They will be anxious to see whether the 
Law of England makes the wife the slave of 
her husband, or whether it leaves her at 
perfect liberty to violate the marriage con- 
tract with impunity whenever she pleases. 
In effect, the issue is, whether marriage 
under British law is a contract for life, or 
can it be virtually dissolved at the will of 
the woman! If a man abandons his wife 
she can compel him to support her, but if 
the wife abandons the husband he, it ap- 
pears, bus no remedy. This di es not seem 
to be exactly fair. Can no mean be found 
between "lawful slavery," und n degree of 
liberty so open to abuse?

RAILWAY RUMORS. 



To Tim Jilorroit— A great many rumors 
are afloat concerning the railway proposi- 
tion, though up to the present no definite 
proposal has been made public. It is said 
that the linger property owners, those 
whose largo land holdings, which were ac- 
quired for iittle or nothing and which have 
been increased by tho enterprise and thrift 
of others, will oppose any scheme in a body. 
Capt. Irving has also di awn a red herring 
across the scent by proposing to establish a 
tramp ferry that would ' bring ears to Vic- 
toria from any railway terminal point pro- 
vided his company were promised half a 
million dollars for doing so. The Saanioh 
railway company ate also agitating their 
railway, ferry and fog line to Westminster ; 
others again point out that the railway and 
ferry via Port Beeher and Port Crescent 
is but half a loaf, and the benefit to be de- 
rived is not sufficient to cause the giving of 
a million dollar bonus. Better wait for the 
Canada Western, they say. If there was 
reason to believe that a transcontinental 
railway into Victoria, via Bute Inlet and 
Seymour Narrows, could be constructed 
within the next five years, if aided by Vic- 
toria, I would say, as every other good citi- 
zen should say, let us wail, and give every 
dollar we can to forward such a scheme. 
But there is not the slightest hope that the 
Canada Western can be built within the 
next ten years. The prtsent state of the 
money market would prevent it, if there 
was nothing else to consider. The ferrying 
of cars to a Viotbrio wharf is not what we 
require. We would lm/c nothing more 
than we now possess. 

The ferry ot nine miles, from Crescent 
to Beeher, and the running of passenger 
and freight trains of the Northern Pacific 
into Victoria is a vastly different proposi- 
tion to that which Capt. Irving proposes. 
The Victoria and North American railway 
scheme is a proposition that is practical, 
that will do sway with the present contempe 
for Victoria to be. found every* here, becaust 
our city is situated on an island. It is the 
strongest, card used by her enemies when 
traducing Her. Capt. Irving does not say 
that any railway corporation is willing to 
enter in with him and establish a railway — 
he simply wants half a million to ferry cars 
from any point, of course, provided he can 
secure them. I think his proposal can be 
dismissed with but little consideration. 
There is not. much in it, except antagonism 
to a fancied decrease in steamer business, 
if the other proposal should be curried out. 

The proposition of the Victoria and 
North American company is hut the carry- 
ing out of the plan of the late Hon. Kobt. 
Dunsniuir. When that worthy Victorian 
suggests I tins same scheme, it was thought 
by 99-lOOths of Victoria's population, tbat 
it would prove to be Victoiia's commercial 
salvation. It would furnish connection 
with all the American lines and promote 
the extension of the Island Railway to 
Fort Rupert. The scheme has again and 
again been referred to as the one thing re- 
quired to make Victoria a railway centre. 
The line once in operation, would induce 
other railways to give us better facilities. 
Tlie delay in the carrying out of the plan 
was regretted. However, it. lias now been 
revived, and if Victorians will aid it, the 
iron horse will ho bringing ears of passen- 
gers and freight into Victoria, from the 
Distend south. Our desiic for railway 
connection will, in a great measure, 
be met, and we may then 
reasonably expect greater things in the 
immediate future. What was true of the 

Port Beeher scheme live years ago is true 
to-day, und I trust tbat the opposition of 
large and unprogressivc land-holders and 
other monopolists, or of disappointed schem- 
ers, will not prevent Vietoiians from put- 
ting forth every reasonable aid to secure 
connection with the American system at the 
earliest possible moment. It is not all that 
we would like to have, but it is all that 
I here is at present a possibil ty of our get- 
ting, and we should not neglect the oppor- 
tunity. The basis on which the scheme 
will be carried to a completion will, I un- 
derstand, soon be made publli, und intelli- 
gent discussion cannot take place until 
that time. The rumors that are flying 
about, however, have induced me to write 
the above, which I trust you will grant 
space for. Victouian. 

A Traveller's Nole Hook. 

Mr. Harry Forester, a young gentleman 
who recently made the trip from England to 
Victoria on the steamer Wi st Indian, has 
jll.it issued in convenient pocket form his 
note brink on the interesting voyage. The 
scenes witnessed dm ing the detention of the 
steamer by the Chilian rebellion are given 
special prominence, and they certainly are 
worthy to form the basis of a strong work 
ol fiction in themselves. "Ocean Jolting-'," 

as Mr, Forester's book is called, is just what 
i's n-iiue implies, a running diary of ship- 
board gossip and incident, It does not lav 
cl iim to being anything else, and so mu-t 
not be judged by any nigh literary stand- 

ard. In concluding his work in manuscript, 
the author evidently availed himself of in- 
formation already collected and cnnvcnictit 
to his hand. For instance, Victoi in is de- 
scrib' d as " tho Capital of British Columbia, 
located on the southern extremity of Van- 
couver Island, and having a population of 

about 16,000, principally Europeans." This 
was no d u hi taken from some ancient geo- 
graphy} which, however, could not, have 
supplied the Information concerning mag; 
iiiliouit Vuncouver, with its granite blocks 



and population of 17,000 or more. The 
author is right, however, when in conclud- 
ing bis remarks upon the two cities, he says: 
"Although there is a certain amount of 
rivalry between the cities, I fail to ace any 
cause for it, seeing that the future prosperity 
of each a ises from a different source." One 
thousand copies of the modest work have 
been issued, and are on sale at R. Jamicson's, 
Government street.

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HAS VILLARD FAILED 1 

Rnmors on Wall Street of n Row With Berlin 
Caplteiists— Preferred Stock Declines to 69. 

New York, April 7.— H. L\ Horton & 
Co., who sold Northern Pacific preferred 
down yesterday, wore heavy si Hers of the 
stock again to-diiy. The ollioial atutement 
for February, including the operations of 
the Wisconsin Central road, shows that the 
company's earnings were $170,440 le*s than 
the amount required for interest charges. 
The funded debt was increased $1,215,000 
in February. 

The reports that Henry Villard lias start 
ed on his return to New York arc disbeliev- 
ed by his associates, but they say that his 
stay abroad will be short and they expect 
him back within a month. 

In the afternoon, when the preferred 
stock declined to U'.l, rumors were current 
that Villard had met with a set back and 
that the directors who were friendly to him 
in the Deutsche Bunk of Berlin had been 
compelled to resign. This, if true, takes 
.. away most, if not all, of Villard's financial 
) power, for it was the bucking of the 
\ Deutsche Hank that enabled him to over- 
come Harris and the opposition that had 
operated the Northern Pacific road after the 
first Villard downfall, in KSS4. 

New York, April 7. — There was a report 
on Wall street this afternoon that Henry 
Villard had had a row with the Deutsche 
bank at Berlin ; that his famous syndicate 
of German capitalists, which has backed his 
many enterprises, has broken up, and that 
Mr. Villard will resign the chairmanship of 
the Northern Pacific directory. 

No reliable informal ion on the subject 
was obtained, but all the Villard stocks 
■ were heavily sold by insiders.

Robert N. Austin (Dem.), present 
city attorney of Milwaukee, who was in- 
dorsed by tho bar association, has been 
elected judge of the superior court of Mil- 
waukee. 

Kansas City, Mo., April 7. — Incomplete 
returns from nearly all the voting precincts 
of Kansas City, Kan., give a small plurality 
for Stout (Dem.) for mayor. Oliicial re- 
turns may change this. 

AFFECTING COURT SCENE. 

*V Touching Retirement of Justice Stephen From 
the English Bench. 

London', April 7. — There was a most af- 
fecting scene to-day in the Queen's bench 
division of the high court of Justice. It 
was occasioned by tho fact that Judge 
Stephen, justice of tho Queen's bench, 
whose health is said to have become seri- 
ously impaired as the result of the worry 
and annoyance he was compelled to endure 
during and after the trial of the celebrated 
Maybrick poisoning case, bad determined 
by the advice of iiis friends, to retire from 
the bench to day. All Justice Stephen's 
fellow-judges, were present. 

Justice Stephen replied in a broken, fee- 
ble voice to tho high tribute paid to his in- 
tegrity, ability, and past services by Attor - 
ney-Gencral Sir Richard Everad Webster. 
All present were most profoundly impressed 
by the sad scene and considerable emotion | 
was displayed as Justice Stephen thanked 
his colleagues for the feeling shown toward 
him, and ti ars fell from his eyes as well as 
from the eyes of the others, as he wished 
them good-bye. 

LEPROSY AT TRACADIE. 

>. The Disease Being Slowly Eradicated by tho 
Government Physician, 

Ottawa, April 7.— The report of Dr. 
Smith, physician at the Tracadie Laza- 
retto, shows that the leprosy with which 
the few settlements of fishermen in New 
Brunswick have been afflicted for the past 
half century is being slowly but surely 
eradicated. The policy ot segregation 
which has been pursued systematically for 
a number of years has resulted in lessening 
the number of eases. At Tracadie, the 
original centre, the disease seems to have 

been almost extirpated, end Dr. Smith ex- 
presses a belief that eventually the malady 
will disappear from all the communities 
where it has been a terror. There are at 
present in the Lazaretto eight males and ten 
females. Four new patients were admitted 
during the year, all from Caraquet, 
Gloucester county, N. li. ; there were five 
deaths.

An Order Abolishing: Consular Seals 
ami Bowling Privileges ou 
Canadian ltuatls. 



The Chauge Made in the Interest of 
American and Particularly 
Pacific Lines- 

New York, April !). — A Washington 
special to the Mail and Express says : 
These are stormy times for Canadian inter- 
ests in \\ ashington. The exit of the Can- 
adian commissioners is about to bo followed 
by a very important ruling of Secretary 
Foster, which may be considered by the 
Canadians as another attack on their inter- 
ests. It will be promulgated in a day or 
two. It will do away with the system of 
consular seals and the bonding priv leges 
which the Canadian railroads have so long 
enjoyed, and which American roads have 
attacked as un-An.erican discrimination. 
Heretofore, when eoods have been imported 
through C m ola from foieigu countries to 
the United States, there have been no cus- 
tom oxnniinaiions on the border. The 
United Suites consul sealed up the door of 
the car. This carried it through to its 
point of destination in the Unit-d Stales 
without customs examination. But under the 
order Seereiaiy Foster is at out to n-.su , 
there will be no more consular seals and no 
in ,ie bondiug goods through Canada These 
g oda will hereafter undergo ihe customs 
examination at ihe points win r.i they tirat 
torn h Aimrioun territory. It is expected 
t ai this change will be of material advan- 
t _c to American rouds, and particularly to 
the Paei tic road.-. The C.nuliali Pauific 
has heretofore been aide to get a large 
measure of Pacific business by reason of the 
consular seal-y-tem Abide from the ad- 
vantage to Am ric m roads, it is believed 
thai the arrai gemrnt will put an end to 
numerous frauds, which have grown up as a, 
ro uli of i he consular sealing. The testimony 
which was taken before thesecretary showed 
that in many cases where cats had been 
loaded and sealed the seals had been taken 
off and goods substituted for those origin- 
ally shipped. Opium was put in the place 
of goods that bore low duties. It was 
proven that the Canadian Pacific bad a 
o lnp'cie outfit f,r manufacturing these 
Uniied States consular seals, and that it 
put on the seals und took them off as it niw 
fit. without reference to the U.S. consul*, 
who were supposed to do the sealing. Such 
in | ubune cannot occur when the goods are 
examined at the houndaiy. While the 
Canadians may Iret under it considerably, 
they will probably he willing to accept it, 
as less than what they ought to have ex- 
pected. They still enjoy immunity from 
the Interstate commerce restrictions, and 
they are still pei milted to do their Ware- 
housing and elevator transferring on the 
Canadian side of the border instead of the 
Ameiicun side. The Secretary's decis ou in 
abolishing consular sea Is is understood to 
In- only one of the steps bo contemplates 
against the Cauudian railroad-.
